A Card From Mr. Wm. Henry Hurlburt—The 
History of an Important Newspaper. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New Yor«, May 10.—The following an- 
nouncement appears in the World to-day: 


The Breen hasthis day transferred 
to Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, well known as the 
founder and editor of the St. Louis Post- 
DISPATCH, the entire control of the World 
newspaper, which will be issued under Mr. 
Pulitzer’s editorial management on and after 
to-morrow morning, May 11, 1883. 

Mr. Pulitzer’s experience as a journalist 
and his loyalty to sound Democratic princi- 
ples warrant the confidence and good will 
with which the undersigned cordially com- 
mends the World, under his direction, to 
the public of New York.

New York, May 9, 1 


The World was perenne in 1860 as a re- 
ligious daily, buying the franchise in the 
Associated Press of the Courier and Enquirer 
from its owner and editor, J. Watson Webb, 
who yet lives,ina greenand honored old 
age, in this city. Two years later it was ac- 
quired by a syndicate of Wall street men, 
and Mr. Manton Marble became its 
editor, About 1864 he acquired the 
whole concern. In 1876 he sold it to a syndi- 
cate of Mr. Huriburt’s friends, at the head 
of which was the late Thomas A. Scott, 
Mr. Huriburt owning a large proportion of 
the shares. In 1879, in the course of a dicker 
between Mr. Scott and Jay Gould, growing 
out of the former’s retirement from the 
Texas Pacific, Mr. Gould acquired such part 
of the World as was not controlled by Mr. 
Hurlburt, at a nominal price of $350,000. Mr. 
Gould desired to use the paper as 
&@ weapon for the American Union 
Telegraph Company to _ force’ the 
Western Union to buy it-out. At this 
time Mr. William A. Patton, its successful 
publisher, left to become a Wall street bank- 
er. He was succeeded in time by Mr. Wil- 
liam H. England, a son of the publisher of 
the Sun, who resigned last January, and was 
succeeded by Col. John Gilmer Speed, ’*who, 
a® general manager, attended to the super- 
vision of the publishing and editorial de- 


partments. 

About February 1 last Mr. Gould offered 
Mr. Hurlburt $100,000 for his act- 
ual and collateral interests in the 


World. Mr. Hurlburt, after some deliberation, 
accepted. Mr. Gould then sold all the in- 
terests to Joseph Pulitzer, of the St. Louis 
Post-DIsPATCH, for $400,000, and the latter 
took, also, a lease of the Wor!d building for 
ten years, atarental of 6 per cent on its 
cost. He takes possesion at 9 a. m: to-day. 
The following letter was sent out last night 
to each employe of the World: 


THE WorRLD, PARK Row, ?} 

NEW YORK, May 9, 1883. ) 
DEAR Str—Mr. Hurlburt asks me to in- 
form you that he will transfer the control 
and management of the World to Mr. Joseph 
Pulitzer to-morrow morning. He wishes me, 
in his name, to thank you for the fidelity 
with which you bave discharged the duties 
confided to you, and to say to you, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Pulitzer, that you will oblige 
him by retaining your present position on 
the paper at your present salary, and 
ae your merits, as heretofore. Mr. 
Hurlburt begs me further to express to you 
personally his sincere good wishes for your 
welfare and havpiness. And [I am very

The New York World.

New York. May 9. — Mr. William Henry 
Hurlburt, President of the Press Publishing 
Company, completed to-day the transfer of 
the entire property of the Wor!d newspaper 
to Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, of the St. Louis 
Post-DisPpaAtcH. Mr. Hurlbert will an- 
nounce thisin the World to-morrow morn- 
ing, and the first number of the World 
under the editorial charge of Mr. Pulitzer 
will be issued on Friday morning. It 
will continue Democratic, but Mr. Pulitzer 
will extend and modify its local features. 


The price paid by Mr. Pulitzer 
is understood to be about $400,000. 
This does not include the build- 


ing erected for the paper under Mr. Hurl- 
burt’s direction, in 1881, which has been 
leased for a term of ten years. Mr. Jay 
Gould, in thus disposing of his pir? ml 
interest in the World, is carrying out the 

oliey before announced of closing out his 
hotdings generally, except in railway and 
telegraph property, preparatory to his tour 
around the world. lt isunderstood to be the 
purpose of Mr. Hurlburt to sail for Europe 
shortly, and in that case it may be expected 
that he will take the opportunity afforded by 
his leisure to inspect the places in Great 
Britain which have received the attentions 
of Mr. Robert P. Porter, and to review the 
account given by the latter from the stand- 
point of a tariff for revenue only.

Burning of the Standard Company's

The Tanks Explode and Form 
Rivers of Flaming Oil.

New Yor, May 10.—The Standard Oil 
Works, Jersey City, were struck by light- 
ning early this morning. Seven oil tanks 
have already exploded. The fire is still 


raging with terrible force. More disaster is 
feared. Estimated loss, $500,000.

The fire at the Standard Oil Company’s 
Works, New Jersey, is still raging near the 
tanks ofthe Jersey Central track, where 
150,000 barrels are stored. Thus far 500,000 
barrels of oil are destroyed, including 250,000 


barrels of refined stored in the store-house. 
It is now thought the loss will reach 


$750,000. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
Jensry Crry, May 10.—The works of the 
_ Standard Oil company at Cemmunipaw, the 
most extensive in this country, are on fire, 
and about one-half the = rty now is 
destroyed. The fire started during the severe 
storm of this morning, and one of the 
large tanks near the shore was 
struck and exploded by _ lightning. 
The burning oil poured out like an angry 
river and flowed down the avenues between 
rows of enormous tanks toward the river.

The engine-house 
went next, and the oil and water pump- 
houses, sunken tanks and machine-shop 
quickly followed. ‘The whole easterly 
side of the works is a seething mass of 
flames. Despite the tremendous heat and 
blinding smoke, the firemen are working 
valiantiy in the bope of checking the prog- 
ress of the flames, but it appeere at this 
hour that the vast works wil destroyed, 
and it is feared the flames will reach out and 
consume property in the neighborhood. 
PEOPLE ARE DESERTING THEIR HOMES 
and moving out what is vaiuabie of their 
effects. Itis estimated there were 500,000

000. The shaft of lightning, of unequalled 
brilllancy and brightness, that struck the 
first tank, was seen by the firemen of Engine 
No. 10, in Halliday street, Jersey City, a 
mile away, andthe engine at once started 
for the scene.

“GOOD-BY, YE MURDERERS.” 


The Farewell of a Man who was Exe- 
cuted This Morning. 


Pittsspure, Pa., May 10.- Ward Mce- 
Conkey was executed here this morning in 
the yard attached to the County Jail, for the 
murder of Geo. A. McCure. in Dead Man’s 
Hollow, near McKeesport, Pa., on the night 
of August 2, 1881. The murdered man had 
goods stolen from his store and had tracked 
the thieves, among whom was McConkey, to 
the Holluw, where he was afterwards®found 


riddled with bullets. The murder created 
intense excitement,and vigilance committees 
were organized, who scoured the woods fer 
miles, but the murderers eluded them, and 
several months afterward McConkey was 
arrested in New York State, but the others 
have never been apprehended. McConkey 
retired to bed about 10 last night and slept 
so soundly that he had to be awakened this 
morning. He ate a hearty. breakfast, 
and when his spiritual advisers visited 
him he was as unconcerned as he had been 
all the time. He ascended the scaffold a few 
minutes before 11, and thirteen minutes later 
the trap was sprung. Omrthe scaffold he 
protested his innocence, and, addressing the 
spectators, said: ‘“‘Good-by, oue and all. 
You hang me because you suppose! know 
something of MecClure’s murder and won't 
squeal.” Justas the cap was adjusted he 
said, *“Good-by, all ye murderers.” Death 
was caused from strangulation. Life was 
extinctin seven minutes. The bearing of the 
condemned was total indifference, not a sin- 
gie tremor being perceptible, and even 
— as he marched from tue jail to the 
scalfold.

Three Patients at City Hospital Sud- 
denly Prostrated Yesterday,

After Taking a Prescription of 
Common Salts From the Nurse. 


Two of Them Die While the Other Apparently 
Suffers From Chloral Poisoning. 


A few minutes after three o’clock yester- 
day afternoon a telegram was received at the 
City Hall requesting the immediate attend- 
ance of Acting Health Commissioner Fitz- 


william at the City Hospital. cor- 
ner of Fifteenth and Lafayette 
avenue, without loss of time. 


Mr. Fitzwilliam drove out to the institu- 
tion. About the same time Coroner Nidelet 
was notified of a death at the City Hospital 
and requested to call at once. When he ar- 
rived at the institution Dr. D. V. Dean, the 
Superintendent,and HealthCommissionerFitz 
william were awaiting him. He was shown 
to the surgical ward, where Dan Kelleher, 
one of the patients, lay dead. and _ the 
corps of assistant physicians were working 
with two other patients, who were in a 
semi-unconscious conditior, and evidently 


suffering from severe puisoning. The pa- 
tiepts were Amadie Jones, a ~-color- 
ed man, who originally suffered 


from an ulceration of the leg, and Joseph 
Stattinger, a white man, whose spine was 
injured. Stattinger was at the point of death 
for several hours, but, after strenuous 


efforts, hem was revived by r. 
Dean and the attendant physicians. 
Jones was not in such a dangerous 


condition, and this morning had thoroughly 
recovered from his prostration. At six 
o'clock last evening Kelleher’s body was re- 
moved to the dead-house, where it was 
placed in the refrigerator, and as the other 
patients were considered out of danger they 
were allowed to remain in the surgical 
ward under the usual medical care. 
The facts were kept quiet by the officials 
above named until this morning, when a 
Post-DisPparcH reporter learned of the un- 
usual occurrences and began an investiga- 
tion, which reveals the fact that some- 
body has probably made a_ serious 
blunder. At 9:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning the assistant physicians 
made the regular morning rounds through 
the various wards of the Hospital to dress 
the wouuds and prescribe diet and medicines. 
In the surgical ward the three above named 
patients were Visited as usual, and sulphate 
of magnesia, tincture of cardimon and 
water prescrived, making a two ounce dose

Kellher died unexpectedly, and at the same 
time Jones and Stattinger were taken sick 
showing symptoms of chloral poisoning, tand 
sulphate of maguesia had been administered 
to each of them. 1 would not say 
that there is anything more in 
this until the investigation is conciuded, 
as I do not desire to do Mr. Green any injus- 
tice.’ 
CORONER NIDELET, 

who was present when the condition of the 
patients was discovered, said: “I know 
nothing about the case more than that I was 
called out to the City Hospital yester- 
day. Kelieher was dead and Stattin- 
ger was almost beyond hopes 
of recovery, and Jones was In a semi- 
unconscious cundition, such as would likely 
be procuced by chioral I did not think 
Stattinger could recover, although they 
were working at him with an electric bat- 
tery. I know nothing of the circumstances 
yet, but will hold an inquest and post- 
mortem on Kelleher as soon.as the contents 
of the bottles are analyzed.”’ 

Kelleher was an under steward at the Unl- 
versity Club-house, and was stabbed several 
days ago at Fifth and Olive sireets by 


a cook named Alfred Berger. it seems 
Berger was ordered out of the club- 
house by the steward, whose injunction 


Kelleher was carrying out when he was 
stabbed. The inquest will probably be held 
to-morrow, when the druggist will be exam- 
ined. Mr. Green made no statement to-day 
further than to deny that he had made any 
mistake, and said that he was willing to 
have the matter carefully investigated.

The Markets. 


FORENOON SESSION. 

Reports are now being received dally from dif- 
ferent parts of Missouri! that the lately sown corn 
is coming up badly or not coming upatall,and a 
number of the fields planted with corn have been 
ploughed up and will have to be replanted. The 
trouble appears to be that aconsiderable portion 
of the seed corn planted, while looking well 
enough, does not germinate. The large kernels 
appear to be the only ones that make this failure, 
the small red kernels coming up allright. These 
reports have been received from Audrain county 
and from the towns of Holden, Centralia, Wells 
ville, and other places in the State. From Iowa 
also come bad reports regarding corn. Wm. 
Freer, of Plum Holiow, writes; “There is plenty 
of corn planted, but it is so cold that the seed has 
rotted in the ground, and we have the poorest 
prospect for a stand of corn we have had 
for several years. Tt is raining and cold, The 
small grain looks very well at this time of the 
year. I am afraid Iowa will have a _ poor 


stand ofcorn,. The seed looks well and sound, 
but will not grow. The loose Chaffee corn is the 
best seed, and the onlyreason they can give for it 
is that the chinch buy destroyed the vitality in 
the stalk and it dried up sooner and matured 
earlier; on the same principle as gathering your 
seed corn as it goes out of the milk.”——Advices 
from Saline and Lafayette counties are that no 
rains have fallen in that section and wheat looks 
bad.——A sample or wheat from Callaway county 
was shown on. the floor to-day that was literally 
alive with chinch bugs, the “blamed critters” 
being plainly to be seen disporting on the stalks 
of wheat. ltis claimed that this county will not 
raise 40 per cent of a crop.——The visible supply 
of wheat decreased 75,000 bu and corn 726,000 bu, 
while oats increased 214,000 by last report.——The 
amount of wheat and flour on passa last 
week increased 1,250,000 bu.—A lot of 
50,000 bu corn is now being loaded into 
the barees for shipment by river.— Jackson 
Bros., of Chicago, wire C. H. Wall: “From Cham- 
berlain and ether reports think winter wheat will 
show 10 per cent less than March report. Spring 
wheat acreage shows an increase of 15 to 20 per 
cent, with crop promising.”——A, H. Judd writes 
from Toledo to Wm. Kaub & Co. on the appear- 
ance of wheat along the line of the Wabash road. 
He says it shows up badly. and he did not see any 
good wheat the whole way through. The best was 
in the northern part of Madison and Montgomery 
counties. It is 25 per cent better there than on 
any other part of the route. The further he got 
East he noticed the farinergs were behind with 
their corn land, owing to plowing up so much 
wheat. The prospect glong this route is at the 
best not more thanathird crep. Oats are look- 
ing weil, but need rain. 

The Massangale Commission Company. have re- 
ceived the following from A.C. Bell & Co., of 
Americus, Ga.: »*We will have new wheat to ship 
by the first of next month. About what price will 
you pay for it?’, This firm has sold June against 
this shipment. The first new wheat arriving here 
last vear was from this same section. 

Waiting for the Bureau report was still the 
reason for light speculative trac om | in wheat to- 
day, for the operators were too badly mixed in the 
situation to trade freely. There were no material 
changes in value, either here or elsewhere and ne 
prominent features of interest either. There were 
periods of weakness followed closely 
by firmness and prices fluctuated 
within a simall range. Near the close the tone 
was stronger and prices advanced, closing about 
1, above yesterday's last prices. Corn was weak 
and declining on tree offers to sell until late, then 
stiffened up and at close was % lower for May, 
unchangea for June and August, and \% higher 
for July, as compared with yesterday’s close. 
Oats were dull aud generally weak. No. 2 red 
wheat was lower, but other grades quite firm, 
though very quiet. Corn declined and was weak, 
but No. 2 mixed sold actively for export; white- 
mixed was wanted by millers. Oats were also off 
in price, and slow sale to order and feeding 
buyers.

A DROOPING REFORM. 

At the meeting of the St. Louis branch of 
the Civil Service Reform Association yes- 
day two gentlemen who were nominated for 
president very promptiy pleaded press of 
private business as an excuse for declining 
office, and the honor fell on a third gentle- 
man, who was absent. This looks as if the 
cause of civil service reform was in a lan- 
guishing candition in St. Louis, and in this 
respect St. Louis merely reflects the general 
condition of the movement all over the 
United States. Before the civil service bill 
was passed we all wanted it, and doubted 
very much whether the country could get 
along without it. Now that we have it in 
our reach we do not think so much of it, and 
there is a general disposition to doubt its 
efficacy as a panacea. 

One reason why the cause of civil 
service reform is a little off, just at 
present, is, no doubt, the temporary 
failure of the amateur statesmen who 
are in charge of the matter. These 
gentlemen are just now learning the painful 
lesson that itis not as easy to run the public 
service as it is to stand by and criticise those 
who are running it, but the decline in inter- 
est in their reform set in before their failure. 
The people are getting tired of sentimental 
parties of all kinds, and sentimental politi. 
cians are finding their occupations rapidly 
growing as obsolete as that of the lecturer. 

The cause of woman’s rights is one of the 
most attractive ideas in sentimental politics, 
but itis impossible to deny that it is not rap- 
idly losing its hold on public atten- 
tion and beeoming something of a bore. 
The Prohibition cause is another cause 
which one would naturally expect to attract 
an ever increasing support, but the cause of 
Prohibition is on its last legs and will prob- 
ably not be heard from again for a long time 
to come. The cause of Civil Service Re- 
form, appealing to the same ideas and sup- 
ported by the same influences, must expect 
to share in the general depression of senti- 
mental politics, and it is perhaps possible 
that, like a flower untimely blooming, it may 
have been fatally injured by exposure to the 
air in advance of its time.

AMONG the cuntributions to the literature 
of the gas question is a pamphlet from a 
publie-spirited but modest citizen, who as- 
sumes the name of LocuIE in order to tell 
the people and the Municipal Assembly just 
what ought to be done in the matter of gas 
franchises. Itis rare to finda citizen who 
has both the public spirit and liberality to 
assume the labor and expense of publishing 
and distributing gratuitously a pamphiet 
that must have cost him considerable time 
money, and as we know of no citizen and 
by the name of LOCHIEL, we are 
disposed to think that perhaps Mr. LocHieL 
is a myth and that in the publication of his 
pamphiet he has had the use of some other 
person’s time and money; he may even have 
been aided by some corporation interested in 
the case. One reason for believing that this 
is the status of the gentleman with the nom 
de plume is the deep approval with which he 
brings forward the liberal proposition made 
by the Gas‘Company to the city in April, 1881. 
As this proposition was accepted and as it is 
no longer open we do not see the relevancy of 
introducing it in connection with any ques- 
tion now before the City Council. But we 
are given to understand that to this day the 
dipectors of the St. Louis Gas Company, 
when they meetin monthly session to de- 
clare their dividends, are wont to dwell 
with pride and pleasure on the remarkably 
liberal proposition they made to the city 
government and to chuckle over the circum- 


stance that, as their proposition was | 
not accepted, their liberality did not 
cost them anything. This feature of 
Mr. Locwrer’s pamphlet confirms § the 
impression conveyed by one or two minor 
circumstances, such as, for instance, the 
statement that the policy of the city was not 
somuch to secure cheap gas as to increase 
its revenue, This impression is that if Mr. 
LocuIEL would lay aside the modesty which 
impels him to assume what he calls a nom de 
plume, he would be found to be connected 
with the St. Louis Gas Company, and the 
public spirit which went into the pamphlet 
business would be more easily intelligible.

THE barbarous and offensive ceremony of 
crowning the Czar of Russia will take place 
at Moscow shortly, and, unless the Nihilists 
succeed in;blowing up his Imperia] Highness, 
the performance will be very attractive, not 
tosay instructive. ALEXANDER III. has 
made up his mind to raise the record so far 
as magnificence is concerned. A letter from 
Moscow says that, besides the festivities in 
the Kremlin, the great fétes for the people 
will be one of the most interesting parts of 
the coronation programme. The enormous 
Chodynski plains are now the scene of the 
most busy preparations. Booths, tents, bar- 
racks and all other components of a great 
Russian fair are being erected, with stands 
for the spectators, and an imperial pavilion, 
opposite to the Petroffsky Palace, from which 
the Czar and the court can survey the 
entire field and the populace at their amuse- 
ments. At least 400,000 persons will be pres- 
ent. Drink and food for the people will be 
distributed from 120 decorated railway bag- 
gage cars, transformed into temporary bars 
and drawn up in one long row. Every guest 
will receive an earthenware jug, stamped 
with the imperial eagle and the date of the 
coronation, with which he can call for his 
beer and mead. The Masslennikoff factory 
at Moscow has furnished 400,000 of these 
jugs in different sizes and colors. Fur- 
thermore, every person will receive two meat 
pies, candies, dried fruits and cakes. The 
people will be generously taxed to pay for 
all this barbarous nonsense. 


REFERRING to the fact that St. Louis now 
has two miles of granite paving on its 
streets, the Republican takes occasion to in- 
dulge this morning in some of its customary 
twaddle designed to mislead its readers and 
subject them to inconvenience when they 
happen to be involved in a discussion touch- 
ing the relative merits of Western cities. It 
says: “The work of reconstruction is only 
half begun, but we are ahead of any West- 
ern city and can show more good streets to- 
day than Chicago and Cincinnati both put 
together.”” The fact is St. Louis has the 
worst streets of any city of note in the 
world, Thisis an unpleasant statement, but 
it is nevertheless true, and there is nothing 
to be made by lying about it. Chicago has 
thirty or forty miles of continuous streets as 
level and as hard as a barn floor, and as 
clean as the sidewalks in St. Louis. The 
streets of Cincinnati are not to be bragged 
on, but they are better than ours. The 
street reconstruction now going on in St. 
Louis means the regeneration of the city. It 
should be vigorously pushed regardless of 
expense and regardiess of the protests of 
obstructionists, but we will never get good 
thoroughfares if we console ourselves with 
the fallacious idea that we are better off than 
Chicago, or Cincinnati or Kansas City or 
Painted Post. 


Wer haveapark tothe west of St. Louis 
which, in many respects, is as fine as any in 
the country. The people of the city were 
taxed $3,000,000 for this park, and yet, so far 
as the general public is concerned, this 
money might as well have been thrown into 
the river. Only those who areable to own 
private vehicles or who can afford occasion- 
ally to hire livery teams are permitted to see 
or enioy this park. Why is it inaccessible? 
Is it because our slow-moving munici- 
pal legislature is a stupid, a worthless 
or a knavish body? Several companies 
have a the privilege of building 
a railway line from the city to the park. 
The Missouri Railway Company stands 
ready to run its cars to the park gaies. A 
cable railway- company is ready to do the 
same thing, and an elevated railway com- 
pany is before Council with a bill seeking a 
similar franchise. All that is wanted is the 
consent of the city to some one of these en- 
terprises to place the $3,000,000 park within 
the reach of the people for whom it was de- 
signed. What are the members of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly waiting for? Are they 
waiting for the city to grow out to Forest 
Park? Perhaps some of them are waiting to 
be seen, 


THE cause of the quarre] between Secreta- 
ry CHANDLER of the Navy and ex-Com- 
mander GORRINGE was the instinctive dis- 
like which the supporters of corruption and 
inaction feel for any one who attempts to 
build up a new enterprise on an honest ba- 
sisin connection with American shipping. 
But Mr. GoRRINGE is now out of the Navy 
and in business as a ship-builder, with am- 
ple capital to back him and with a clear idea 
of whatis required for success in his new 
business. Hesays that he needs no subsi- 
dies at all, that America can turn out iron 
ships as cheaply as England ean, and that it 
is merely a question of the amount of business 
he can get to make his yards succeed. He is 
ready to buildanything from a steel cruiser to 
a mudscow, and he reports that, though his 
yards have been open for business only forty 
days, he already has as much as he can at- 
tend to. If Mr. GORRINGE can succeed in 
breaking down the Navy ring which has so 
long obstructed American ship-building, he 
will be a valuable citizen. 


Iw a recent letter from Hot Springs, Ark., 
te the Post-Dispatcnu, there was a state- 
ment from Senator GEORGE Vest to the 
effoe} that Dr. Dawson, of Cincinnati, had

THEY ALL AGREE. 


There is Need of an Extra $100,- 
OOO for the Exposition. 


Prominent Business Men Indorse the Plan 
and Say That the Money Can be Easily 
Raised—Talks With Messrs. Turner, 
Scruggs, Scudder, Simmons, Mellier, Har- 
gadine, Morrison and others. 


The proposition of the directors of the 
new Exposition Building to raise an addi- 
tional $100,000 to be expended on the building 
is meeting with general approbation. Every- 
body is proud of the Exposition scheme, and 


everybody wants to see a build- 
ing put which will be a 
credit to the city generally. 


A Post-DIsPATcu reporter, who saw a large 
number of prominent citizens and btsiness 
men of allclasses to-day, found that the 
universal feeling was that if anothet $100,000 
was required it could and 
should be raised . quite easily. 


“Let us have a creditable building; one 
that we can show to strangers, no matter 
where they come from, and not be ashamed 
of. it,’ was the universal remark in this con- 
nection. Nobody seemed to have the slight- 
est objection to the proposed increase. 
On the contrarv, many genilemen who 
were seen said that they had 
thought all along that more money would be 
needed, and were glad to see that the build- 
ing was to be acredit to the city and to the 
subseribers in ail respects. Out of a num- 
ber of gentlemen who were seen, the follow- 
ing are selected as a sample of the views on 
the snbiect. the general expression of opin- 
ion being all one way: 
MR. CiiAs. H. TURNER 

was called upon in regard to the matter and 
he said: “Certainly we need the $100,000. 
We have come to the conclusion that the 
amount of money we have at present, is not 
enough, and before anything has been done, 
we will imake the attempt to raise it.” 

**Will it be easy to do so?” 

“Yes; [think so. 1donot apprehend any 
trouble. You see there was about $9,000 paid 
in over the amount required when the fifty 
per cent subscription was called for. That 
represents, in round numbers, $18,000 of the 
amount we want. Then the Washington 
avenue street car company las subscribed 
$5,500, with a promise that it would be made 
$7,500 if the building was_ erected. 
in Missouri Park. That is $4,000 
additional that we can count on. 
Again. Mr. ‘ihatcher, of the Bristo] Hotel, 
has agreed to pav $1,000 towards 
the fund if the Missouri Park 
was selected as the site. Several other per- 
sons have promised us subscriptions, so that 
at present I can see very nearly$30,000 of the 
additional amount which is as good as raised 
already.” 

‘*You think it will all be plain saijing?” 

“Oh, yes, It would be strange if we could 
not get this small additional sum when the 
necessity for it is properly put before the 
people. We ought to have $500,000 to put in 
the building and $100,000 asa reserve for 
other demands and purposes. Of 
course we could ut up a build- 
ing for $400,000, ut the difference 
that an additional $100,000 would make 
in the structure would be so great that no- 
body could reasonably object to its being 


| raised.”’ 


“What is the specific purpose gto which 
the money is to be put?” 

“Wei, dor instance, the intention is to 
have the heating apparatus entirely separate 
and distinct from the main building. Every- 
body will see the benetit of this pian at once. 
But to carry it out we needa cunsiderable 
suin Of money, A lot will have to be leased 
or purchased, you see, and another building 
will have to be erected on the lot, ali of 
which requires money.”

_ Delay in the Payment of the Rebate—Whisky 


Exported in Large Quantities—Eads’ Suc- 
cessor Still a Matter of Speculation z News 
From Washington.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 8.—The fight 
for the office of Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue is more vigorous as the 
days wax longer and warmer. Senator Cul- 
lom is dropping into the traces as a seeker of 
appointments with a good deal of grace and 
ease. He never looses an opportunity to 
present the claim of Lilinois for any sort of 
piace, and, per consequence, he is here, 
large as life, pushing an Lilinois 
man for the place which Iili- 
nois has already lad for years. The 
general impression is that he is favoring the 
appointment of Matthews, an ex-Coilector 
of Internal Revenue, but a gentleman con- 
nected with the Internal Revenue Bureau 
assures me that he is really pushing the 
claims of Mr. Littler, a lawyer of Spring- 
field, LiJ., for the place. 

“What business has a country lawyer ask- 
ing for a place that manages the collection of 
half the revenue of the country ?” I asked. 


“Don’t know,’’ he answered, with a shrug 
of the shoulders; “perhaps he thinks thata 
small lawyer would make a big Comumis- 
sioner.”’ 

A prominent Treasury official, who watch- 
es the movements of the head of the Gov- 
ernment preety closelv, said to your corre- 
spondent that he believed the Deputy Com- 
missioner would be appointed to the place. 
“I think,” he said, “that the President has 
decided to stick pretty closely by the civil 
service system during the remainder of his 
term. There area great many applicants 
for this place, and for all such places, in 
fact, and the easiest way for him to rid him- 
selfof annoyance and responsibility is to 
follow civil service rules and put the next 
man in the place.”

EXPORTATION OF WHISKY. 

_Large quantities of whisky have reached 
Newport en route to the Bermudas. This 
point seems to be the most favored of the 
many places from which exportation has 
been attempted. Pretty soon, however, the 
warehouses there will be filled at the rate it 
is now going. Where it will go next it is 
difficult to tell. Perhaps to Canada, for, 
under the new regulations of the bureau, it 
can now be transferred into 100-galion pack- 
ages and sent there. 

“I suppose that was the object of those 
hew regulations,” said a prominent official 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau to your cor- 
respondent to-day. ‘“‘Under them the con- 
tents of three or four barrels can be put into 
&100-gallon cask, and then the Canadian 
laws will not ovens its importation there.” 

“Do you think the whisky wilh now tend 
toward Canada, then?” 

“I doubt it,” he answered, ‘“‘because of the 
cost of making the 100-gallon packages. 
They would be of no value for any other 
purpose except for exportation.”

A Tight Place.
